ties had not petitioned at all; 
that the inferior clafs of freehold- 
ers were not. capable of under-. 


.ftanding what they fubfcribed ; 


that the farmers and manufactur- 
ers throughout the, nation could 
neither know nor take any intereft 


in the prefent difputes, provided 


they had not been ftirred up by 
fáctious and feditious perfons;who 
were hunting after grievances, & 


‘continually fabricating petitions. 


That by men: of that character, 
meetings had been advertifed, 
where the people were harrangued 
with inflammatory fpeeches, and 


writings publifhed and feattered ' 


through the kingdom, in which 
government had been reproached 
and villified, the parliament abuf- 
ed, and-the minds of the. people 


inflamed. All this was done, ıt 
was alledged, to diftrefs govern- - 


ment; but it was added, that al- 
though the majority of: fuch free- 
holders had figned the petitions 


_without any influence or folicitati- 


on, they were only to be confi- 
deted as the acts of a rabble, and 


of an ignorant multitude, incapa- | 
ble of judging. This kind of 


ftile asit was in its own nature 
opprobrious, fo it was nor true in 
fact, becaufe thofe whom thé 


-court party called a rabble, be- 


‘haved with as much wifdóm and 
difcretion as even the beft of the 
friends of the miniflry. Ic is a 
fort of lunacy which often prevails 
among felfifh politicians, to ima- 


| gine that the people in the lower 


walks of life are deftitate of all 
penetration or difcernment ; and 
that they are not qualified to 
judge concerning their own af- 
fairs, Nothing but mere igno- 
rance of their characters, or a 
wilful intention’ to mifreprefent 
them, could difpofe men of fenfe 
and underftanding to judge in 
fuch a manner. Among thofe 
whom vain and high minded 
courtier denominate the rabble, 


and the fcum of the earth, are to, 


be found as much common fenfe, 


and prudence, as among thofe of. 


the higheft ranks in the nation, if 
we take them in equal proportion, 
By taking a furvey of the Fiftory 
of bankruptcies, failures, and de- 
linquencie$, it will appear that 
there is 4 good proportion of thofe 
to be found among thofe who are 
‘not accounted the icum of the 
nation. The abufe which many 


- in government at this time receiv- 


ed from the people, proceed from 


-leffons they had learned from. 


courtiers themíelves, whofe ab 
furd and ridiculous .ftile the vul- 
gar turned againft them, and paid 
back with confiderable intereít, 
The charge which thofe in ad- 
miniftration brought againft the 
minority, or thofe in oppofition, 
namely that they had been active 
in promoting the petitions, was 
openly acknowledged and defend. 
ed by them. ‘They faid they ác- 
counted themfelves bound in du- 
ty to render an account of their 
conduct in parliament to their 
conftituents, when required, in 
any thing that related totheir in- 
terefts, and to give them the moft 
early notice of all meafures that 
tended to fubvert their rights, or 
were dangerous to the conítituti- 
on, The charges of meeting, 
and of writing, and fpeaking, 
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turers in Devonfhire and York. 
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which had been brought againft 

them, were ridiculous, and it was- . ; 
'afked' by what other methods, ; ¥ 
people could communicate their .; 
fentiments,. it was alfoobferved. ' "x 
that it had been infinuated that ° ; 
our grievances. were imaginary, | 
becaufe the peafants or manufac- 


fhire would not immediately feel, 
them, nor perhaps difcover them — . 
til they felt them, But it was", 
‘urged that though thote whowere — .... 
bufily employed, might not find  * 
time to confider thefe matters ih- — . 
mediately, till they began to: feel * + 
their effects, yet this was no rea- ‘| 
fon why thofe who faw their dif — |. 
tant approach, .fhould keep filent, ^ f 
and nor warn ther. Thofe who | 
perceive the fubverfion of liberty: ^? 
in the caule thereof, may befew, | 
which is generally the cafe; bur. 
this will not prove that there are 
meyer approaches to oppreffion, `` 
or remote caufes of the fubverfi- 
om freedom, It the few, who 
perceives effects in their, caufes 
can open the eyes of others, they.. 
do no more than their duty, and 
perform'a piece of real fervice to 
the community. ; 

It was added on this fide of the. 
queftion, that though many gen- 
tlemen of large forunes, abd ihe © 
clergy, had not figned the petiti- 
ons, yet à great nümber had done 
it, and thefe of thé moft independ- 
ent rank and character; and of: 
thofe who had refüfed to fign 
many of them were under a par- 
ticular influence. That the juf- 
tices of peace were officers of the 
crown,and that no body of men, % 
were under greater influence tha 
the clergy, yet that fome of thefe +" $ 
had even figned the petitions. ~ft 
was afked likewife if the general- 
ity of the freeholders weie of no 
fignification? if their opinion was — i- 
of weight? and it was afferted 
that they were that refpectable bo- — IN 
dy of men who were alone fupéri- 
or to all threatenings, fear, sand 
influence. Jr was further urged, 
that the petitioning counties, ci- 
ties, and towns were -in refpe& 
to opulence and number of’ inha-- 
bitants, far fuperior to thofe that 
had not petitioned; and that they | 
contributed more to the land-tax, 
which was now a teft of freehold 
Property in this country, than 
the reft of the united kingdom. 
Thefe, with fome other fimilar 
arguments were-ufed on this oc- 
cafion on the fide of the oppofi- ^. 
tion, i 
Soon after the meeting of the 3 
parliament, a long train of refig- 
nations took place, Lord Cam- 
den refigned the feals: the Mar- i. 
quis of Granby, all his places ex- 
Sepe the regiment of Blues ; the 
Duke of Beaufort his ‘place -of + 
Mafter of the FlorfetotlieQueeng * 
the Duke of Manchefter and Earl. 5 
of Covehtry of Lords of the Bède ' 
chamber ; the Earl of Hunting- 
ton his place of groom of the fta- 
ble, and Mr.. James Grenville his 
office of one ot the Vice-treafurers 
of Ireland, Mr. Dunning, the So» 
licitor General, alto refigned that 
employment, ‘The whole of âd- 
miniftretion feemed in a thattered 
condition, and {uch convulfions | 
prevailed, as truck a panic onthe ' 
body politic ; the court was, how- 
ever, refolved to purlue.the plan ^" 
it had fet oug upon, and. was de- 
termined to govern by men who | 
had no popular views or corne&i- . 
ons. 
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
